KITCHEN 
ECONON ,15 


The Traditional American Waste in Kitchfri 


and at Table. 


Again and again do we hear it reiter- 


ated that the people of these United 
States live extiavagantly, and right 
roundly are they abused therefor by the 
domestic economists. In part we may 
admit the general truth of tWs accusa- 
tion, but we must be permitted to make 
some reservations. We do live expen- 
sively, but that does not of itself mean 
extravagance. 
If we look into the mat- 


ter carefully we may find that there are 
abundant and good reasons for this, as it 
appears on the surface, extravagance in 
In ing expenses. 


Comparisons between the cost of living 


here and abroad are apt to be deceptive, 
for the reason that there is no common 
basis from « hich to start the considera- 
tion of the topic. The average American 
makes more money than the average 
man abroad, and, as an inevitable conse- 
quence, in accoi dance with the laws of 
demand and supply, to preserve the 
natural equilibrium,he must pay more for 
house rent, for food, for servants' wages, 
for fuel, for clothes. And, of course, he 
is financially able to do this. 


Taking these things into consideration, 


it is an open question whether this large 
cost of living, as compared with that of 
other people, is, after all, extravagant. 
I have lived among a Latin people where 
oranges were sixty for a cent, bananas 
ten cents a bunch, and other food in pro- 
portion. 
Tha kitchen economy there 


would astound a New York housewife. 
Twenty cents worth of food would make 
a meal for a large family, and an excel- 
lent meal it would be, for the cook was 
sure to be an adept. But wages there 
were from ten to thirty cents a day, and 
a big income was $1,000 a year. The 
cost of living had to be low, and, besides 
that, time was of so little consequence 
that it could bo very profitably expend 
ed in planning economies and in study 
ing how to make the soup bone go the 
farthest for the dining table. 


The essence of real economy is not al- 


ways in the economy that is most super- 
ficially apparent. You cannot have an 
inexpensive table unless you make a 
study of the subject. 
You must take 


time to think out your bills of fare; you 
must learn the relative values of food 
products as nutritive elements; you must 
understand the science of cooking; you 
must know meats, vegetables, fruits as 
you know your alphabet; you must fre- 
quent the markets and learn when to 
buy, where to buy and how to buy. 
Now, when you have done all this, you 
\\ ill, no doubt, be abundantly able to set 
a tabli- that w i l l be tbe delight of your 
most dainty epicim-aii neighbor, and the 
source of plenulul satisfaction to youi 
o\\ n pucki tltouk 


But wli.it has tl.ii cuitjou? 
Youuil! 


fn d th.it it has combined a gicat part of 
youi time; a has ali-orbed jour atten- 
tion in all your leisure time—nay, in 
evi u more than your leisure time. Now, 
true it is that time is money, and you 
will suddenly discover tliat while you 
have saved at one end you luv. e vi astet 
atanothei. That is, where one's earn- 
ing power is large, it is decidedly a false 
economy to spend time in small SJAin 
and thereby lose more in lessened in- 
come than is saved in these retrench- 
ments. It is only the very rich who 
have plenty of time to spare and can in- 
dulge in the kitchen as a pastime, or the 
very few \\ hose time is of little worth 
and whose circumstances compel to the 
most ligid economy, who can afford to 
give the lequisite attention to this mat- 
ter. The time of the average American 
is too valuable, either for business or 
pleasure, to warrant him in tins pursui 
of economical living and saving. For 
every dollar saved he would lose t\\oin 
wasted opportunities. 


So, the talk and argument of all theo- 


rists to the contrary notwithstanding,we 
shall probably ,,at least the most of us, 
continue to live along about as we have 
been and are now doing. Our bills 0] 
fare v\ill be large and substantial, eve 
if UK j lack many niceties of touch. We 
shall not spend our time in planning fo 
our dinnt'is, but we shall proliabh have 
just as good a time as though wo die 
that, vull \,:IM> quite as much money lefi 
in the end, and, on the whole, be quite a; 
happy and as long lued 


Alexander Dumas used to boast tha! 


no one could excel him in making a 
salad, but piobably even he, with all his 
leisure, scarcely would have cared to 
spend all his time over the kitchen 
range. Few mi-n care to haunt the mar- 
kets, even if they have the time, anc 
most of us prefer to have our wives as 
sometime companions, rather than al- 
ways cooks and housekeepers.—W. II. L. 
in New York Star.

Tbe Seven Bibles. 


The eeven Liblos of the world are the 


Koran of the JI"l'vmii"' ^- 'V Tri 
Pitikcs of the Buddhists, UK; Jrnt- Kings 
of the Chim-e, the Three Veil is of the 
Hindoo*,, the Zendavcsta and the Scrip- 
ture of the Christians. 


The Koran is the most recent of the 


five, dating from about the seventh ten- 
tuiy after Christ. It is a compound of 
quotations from both the Old and Xew 
Ir-tanuuts and from the Talmud. The 
Tri Prike-contain sublime morals and 
pure aspirations. Their author lived and 
dicil in the sixth century before Christ. 


The sacred writings of the Chinese are 


called the Five Kings, the word ''kings" 
meaning web of cloth. From this it is 
prr •;!,. ! that they were originally writ- 
ten on five rolls of cloth. They contain 
w ise sayings from the sages on the duties 
of life, but they cannot be traced further 
back than the ele'v enMi century before 
our era. 


The Vedas are the most ancient books 


in the language of the Hindoos, but they 
do not, according to late commentators, 
antedate the twelfth century before the 
Christian era. 


The Zendavesta of the Persians, next 


to our Bible, 13 reckoned among scholars 
as being the greatest and most learned 
of the cacred writings. Zoroaster, whose 
sayings it contains, lived and worked in 
the twelfth century before Clniit; Moses 
lived and wrote the Pentateuch 1,500 
years before the bi^th of Clnist; there- 
fore, that portion of our Bible is at least 
3(V) j eor.s older than the most ancient of 
other sacked writings. 


The EJilos, a semi-sacred work of the 


ScandmuA uins, was first given to the 
woild in the fourteenth century.—Or- 
ange (X. J.) Journal.
